OYSTERS IN EVERY STTfLE 


A Tlsoagnt tor Mothers. 


Many rarents are not particular 


enough to have the floors warm daring 
the winter. This is especially necessary 
where there ate little children in the 
room. I believe that there are many 
children who actually suffer with the 
cold in rooms where the older people 
complain of the heat. This is more apt 
to he the cage where the elder people 
walk around, thus keeping up the circu- 
lation of the blood, which prevents their 
feet from becoming cold as they would 
if sitting still. But think of the little 
children playing about on the cold floors. 


For their benefit let me give yon a 


few hints. Wind long, narrow strips of 
board with strips of thick flannel or 
pants cloth, and fit them on the casings 
so that the doors will close against them 
on being shut. Bank' the walls well and 
paste cloth and then paper overall the 
breaks in the plastering. If the floor 
board* are shrunken, leaving cracks, 
paste paper over the cracks, then put on 
several layers of paper under the carpet. 
If in a room where there are no carpets, 
mend the old floor with a new one. 


Dress the little' child who must play 


on the floor first in a flannel garment, 
covering it from neck to heels. Over 
this put a waiat 'made of heavy flannel 
or the best pieces of the husband's coats 
or pants. A skirt of the same may be 
sewed to thia waist, fciike the idea of 
divided skirts for little girls to wear over 
the underdrawers. I make them exactly 
as the divided skirts are made for older 
people. 


With the union undergarment, the 


divided skirt made of heavy flannel, the 
skirt and waist just described (the waist 
should have long sleeves), a princess dress 
of flannel and a long sleeved gingham 
apron, the little girl is warmly clad for 
almost any house or climate, provided 
the feet are dressed as sensibly.—House- 
keeper. 


Baying Things Beforehand. 


"Do you know," said a woman who is 


a good and close shopper, "I never buy 
a thing directly in season? When one of 
my children needs a cloak, for instance, 
a winter one, let us say, I wait until the 
season for fall cloaks is over Or just about 
over, when I make a round among the 
good shops and select some dark or 
wintry looking cloak of good weight. 
Such a one ia sure to be found by a little 
careful searching; it has been marked 
down to a really low price, yet is of ex- 
cellent style, good material and finish, 
and, with a twenty cent sheet of wool 
wadding fitted inside, or worn with a 
chamois jacket, becomes a handsome and 
suitable winter cloak. It is far more 
satisfactory than the cheap cloaks offered 
as winter ones, and the cost is about 
two-thirds. 


"I buy the children's hats in February 


for the next winter; the styles do not 
radically change for the little folks' wear, 
and I get much better value for the 
money. In the same way in the spring, 
just as the mercnants are puffino- a-mntr 
heavy underwear, I supply the family 
needs for the next cold season. In Feb- 
ruary most shoe stores put out bargains 
that are such; I carry in my purse the 
sizes of every member6f my household, 
including even my husband's, and when 
I discover a pair that tits one of us at a 
low price I take it. It does not take any 
more time and I save much money by 
this system, and we have much better 
clothes than by selecting everything in 
the height of its season."—Her Point of 
View in New York Times,

Some Women lawyers. 


"Pier, Mrs. lier and the three Misses 


Pier, attorneys and counselors at law; 
Mrs. 
Kate Pier, United States coarb 


commissioner." 


So runs the announcement of a most 


remarkable law firm in Milwaukee. 
Some years ago Mrs. Kate Pier, the only 
woman magistrate in the United States, 
found herself involved in business per- 
plexities so intricate as to render it 
cheaper for her to become a lawyer her- 
self than to hire one. Acting under the 
advice of her counsel, she entered upon 
the study of law, which she completed 
in company with her eldest daughter at 
the Wisconsin State university. 


By a recent act of the legislature Mrs. 


Pier was made court commissioner, and 
received the honor to sit among the bar- 
risters, the first woman in the world 
thus honored except Portia. Kate Pier, 
Jr., is the trial or jury member of the 
firm. Miss Caroline and Miss Harriet 
Pier were graduated from the law de- 
partment of the university in July. The 
former is making a special study of ad- 
miralty law. The latter is in the of- 
fice with her mother and sister.—New 
York Sun. 


Fraetleal Work by a Woman'* Club. 
The Boston branch of the Vaasar Stu- 


dents' Aid society shows its appreciation 
of the privileges its members enjoyed at 
college in a very practical manner by 
trying to give to other women the same 
privileges. 
They offer a scholarship of $200 to that 


applicant from localities represented in 
the society who passes the best entrance 
examination in June, 1893, for Vaasar. 


To raise money for this object in part 


the society has established courses of 
lectures free to members of the society, 
with a slight admission fee for outsid- 
ers.The first lecture of the winter course 
was delivered in the parlors of the New 
England Woman's club by Bev. William 
Ehot Qriffis, D. D., on the subject, "A 
Summer Ramble in the Dutch and Eng- 
lish Holland," with stereopticon views, 
illustrating the Netherlands and the 
eastern counties of England. 
Subsequent lectures will be given in 


January and March by Fraulein An- 
toine Stolle and Colonel T. W. Higgin- 
son.—Boston Globe. 


l>eath of an Old Pltoalrn Islander. 
A Norfolk island correspondent reports 


the death, at the age of ninety-four, of 
Mr. Bnffett, an old and much respected 
member of the island community. He 
bad been connected with the Pitoairn 
community for the long period of nearly 
seventy years. 


Early in the twenties (1822) the Eng- 


lish whaler Cyprus, on her way home 
after an extended and successful cruise, 
and before starting on the then lonely 
and perilous passage around the Horn, 
called at Pitcairn island for fresh provi- 
sions and to recruit. Just at that tima 
the island elders began to feel the want 
of a school teacher for the young com- 
munity fast growing up, and expressed 
their wishes to that effect to the captain 
of vh6 Cyprus, who, without hesitation, 
willingly agreed to help them, if possi- 
ble. 


The result was thaf Buffett, then a 


young q&n on board, of fair education, 
was sotmded, and he gladly fell in with 
the wishes of his captain and the com- 
munity, went ashore with all his belong- 
ings and thenceforward threw in hia lot 
with the islanders. He was not long, 
however, a schoolmaster, as on the ad- 
vent of Mr. Nobbs, some few years later, 
a majority of the parents wished for a 
change, and of course Buffett had to ac- 
quiesce. 


Mr. Boffett's residence, even on peace- 


ful Pitcairn, was not without its excit- 
ing episoder. In 1881 occurred, at the 
instance of the English government, the 
exodus to Tahiti, and the community's 
return some months later curtailed 
through sickness of many of its mem- 
bers. Then again, in 1886, during the 
"reign" of Mr. Joshua Hill, Bnffett and 
his two compatriots, Nobbs and Evans, 
together with their families, were for a 
short period banished to the Gambier 
islands by this arbitrary gentleman, 
where the exiles were kindly treated, and 
remained until the storm blew over. 
Lastly, the final departare from loved 
old Pitoairn to the new home at Norfolk 
island, 8,000 miles away. 


Buffett was an ingenious worker in 


wood, and his handiworks in the shape 
of cabinets and such like are widely dis- 
tributed, the old familiar legend, "made 
from the wood of John Adams' house," 
being always kept up and no doubt add- 
ing attraction to the gooda Until three 
or four years ago Mr. Bnffett had"the full 
use of all his faculties, but for the last 
eighteen months he has been totally 
oblivious to passing events..— Chilian 
Times. 


A Soldier'* Bible. 


While Miss Winter, of Emmittaburg, 


was overlooking her childhood's treas- 
ures, sh» came across an old Testament 
which she found on the site of a soldier's 
camp near there during the war, after 
the soldiers had left for the field of Get- 
tysburg. On examining the book her 
eyes fell on tiie name "Samuel Wolcott, 
ariffir.'", w"» w,^« ~>t,,,t« K. Y.." and 
Miss Winter decided to write tu ifiu> ou- 
dress, thinking the owner would like to 
recover the book. 


In a few days she received a reply 


from Mrs. Weaden, of Clifton, N. J., 
stating that she was a sister of the sol- 
dier and the only living member of a 
large family. She said her brother had 
returned home from the army in 1863, 
and died in 1864, and Miss Winter's let- 
ter had been forwarded to her as his 
nearest of kin. Mrs. Weaden seemed 
much pleased at the idea of recovering 
this long lost memento of her dead 
brother, and Miss Winter sent the Tes- 
tament to h_ert—'Baltimore Sun, 


A Chapter on Oysters.

"I don't know why, but 
usually the fatter an oyster is the poorer 
the flavor. This is because the fat oy- 
ster has generally been out of the water 
too long and has been fed.

VBK STATB BOARD OT AISBSROKV 


ACT. 


Tbe State Board of Assessors and 


Equalization created by Act of tbe last 
Legislature, horizontally raised the val- 
uation of property in the several counties 
of the State from fife to twenty-five per 
cent. 
While there r»as doubtless some 


reason for the discrimination, some 
counties have been raised five times as 
much as others, yet no cause was pub- 
licly assigned for it. 


It appears that Lincoln county, where 


the horizontal raise was t«n per cent., 
repudiated the Act of the State Board 
•nd collected taxes on the valuation 
made by the County Assessor. 
Hon. O. 


O. Sawyer, an attorney 
of 
Lincoln 


county, has been corresponding with 
General B. M. Clarke on the subject, and 
the Pioche Record quotes General Clarke 
assaying: 


"An 
examination and study o! the 


«*of the Legislature—passed in 1891 


•nd commonly known as tbe 'State Board 
of Assessors and Equalization Act,' and of 
the proceedings of said board i;«-*snes«ing 
and equalizing taxes, has brought me to 
the belief, that, the action of ton Board, 
both in respect of assessment and equali- 
zation is illegal and can be defeated by a 
proceeding in court. The remedy in a tax 
•nit, I thick,)* certioran against the Board 
of Assessors and Equalization. 
Tbe 


special point relied upon, is that the Board 
exceeded its jurisdiction in raising the 
railroad and general assessment for State 
•nd county purposes in one order, no notice 
having J>«en gwen to the owners of railroad 
property. There are also grave objections 
to the constitutionality of the Act, but this 
position need not be urged." 


In Idaho, where there is a State Board 


of Equalization, with powers somewhat 
similar to those of the Nevada Board, 
suit was brought to test the constitution- 
ality of an Act of the Board in raising 
the assessment of Bingham county sheep 
to $3 50 per head and of cattle ten per 
cent, and reducing the assessment of the 
Utah Northern Railroad £3,000 per mile 
'and of the Oregon Short Line Railroad 
$1,000 per mile. The Board of County 
Commissioners held that the State Board 
had no authority to equalize property by 
classes and the Supreme Court sustained 
that view of the case and issued a writ 
ordering the State Board to appear and 
lifcve its actions reviewed. The Railroad 
Company paid the taxes upon the basis 
fixed by the State Board and took re- 
ceipts therefor. 
Now it will be called 


upon to pay the original assessment 
which amounts to over $100,000 more. 
Of course the company will not pay the 
original assessment uuless compelled by 
the courts to do so, and litigation is cer- 
tain to result, the end of which no one 
can foretell. 


If Lincoln county, in this State, re- 


fuses to pay the horizontal raise of ten 
per cent., the State Board will have to 
commence proceedings 
to collect it,

Peace reigns in Warsaw. Senor Montr, 


Chilean Minister at Washington, is a 
brother of Jorge Montr, the new Presi- 
dent of Cbili. 
Senor Montt is a diplo- 


mat, add he believes in settling the dis- 
pute with Chili at tbe festive board in 
Washington rather than with iron clads 
and dynamite guns at Valparaiso.

Saturday he gave a dinner in honor of 
Secretary Blaine and wife. The party 
•was composed largely of public men who 
have a great interest la having amicable 
relations restored between tbe United 
States and Cbili. The guests were l}ec 
rotary Blaine and daughter, Sen-tors 
Morgan nnd Stewart, Representative Me- 
Creary, ex Mayor Grace of New Yorki 
Minister Romero and wife of Mexico, 
the Argentine Minister, ex-Minister Fos- 
ter and several others of more or less 
note. Senator Stewart was a great friend 
of the Congressional pnrty, Senator Mor- 
gan is a member of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, Rapresentative Me- 
Creary is on the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, nod last but not least, 
Secretary Blaine is the power behind the 
President, much greater than Mr. Hnrri- 
on himself. 
Th cse gentlemen were of 


coarse royally entertained, and fhey left 
the mansion of Minister Montt deter 
mined to orevent war with Chili. 


Now the reports coming from Wash- 


ington are not colored near so red as 
they were before the dinner took place. 
Secretary Tracy says no warlike prepa- 
rations are being made, no men of war 
have been ordered to Chilean waters and 
he has no doubt of an amicable settle- 
ment of the Chilean difficulty. Two of 
the Chileans implicated in the assault on 
the Baltimore's sailors have been con- 
victed, and an apology will be tendered 
the United States.

Grand Jury Report.

It criticises the 
Supervisors for levying a direct tax to 
baild a oourt-honse. The report recom- 
mends changes in the manner of keeping 
the books in the Recorder's office and in 
nllowing claims before the Supervisors. 
Fifteen indictments were found against 
parties charged with crime.

The 
old order changes, and woman's educa- 
tion embraces a wider outlook than ever 
jefore. In considering the question of 
woman's sphere and the Mud of educa- 
aon which shall best prepare her for its 
duties we must look upon her as a life 
?iver and a law giver, of which the first 
is paramount. Many of the ills flesh is 
heir to might be overcome and obliter- 
ated if this idea could be kept before 
women. The most sacred duties of life 
are presented to people when they are 
poorly prepared to find the solution of 
its problems. The mother's education is 
a sort of moral tobogganing. The chil- 
dren are sent out into the world to land 
where they will. But we have passed 
beyond the old idea that ignorance is in- 
nocence and knowledge necessarily vice. 
It is the duty of every mother to gather 
her girls around her and tell them all 
they should know,all God meant for them. 


"The moral tone of the world hangs 


upon the moral tone of its women. When 
all women realize their power they will 
not tolerate the evils of the present—will 
not allow the public work of the states- 
men to give the lie to their private lives. 
They will demand that men shall be 
good and pure even as women are brave 
and true. Until women take an intelli- 
gent interest in politics'the best men will 
stand aloof from political work."—New 
York Sun.
